Roumanian War Report. 
The official Roumanian statement 
says: 

On the eastern Transylvania fron- 
tier the Roumanians recaptured the 
Village of Dolijan-Sarata (Soosmezo) 
in the Citoz valley, twelve miles 
southeast of Orna. 

In the Jiul region, Mount Sigyiello, 
six miles northwest of Petroseny, 
and the frontier town of Muncelu- 
mare have been taken by assault.

FRENCH PREPARE. 
FOR GIANT DRIVE 
BEFORE VERDUN 


Effort to Force Back German 
Lines May Be Started Be- 
‘fore Winter Sets tn. 


BY LINCOLN EYRE. 
Headquarters of the French Army, 
Near Verdun, Oct. 12, via London, Oct. 
14—An impression of great events to 
come remains with me after my fourth 
visit to the Verdun sector. The spot- 
light which since July 1 has beaten upon 
the Semme may shift its rays to the 
Meuse at any time. 

Having withstood for five months, in 
the face of handicaps never yet fully 
explained, the most savage and most 
fofmidably organized onslaught ever en- 
gineered, the defenders of Verdun are 
almost ready to take their revenge. 

Before winter the battered ridges and 
ravines along the Meuse may become 
the blood stained stage of another co- 
lossal conflict. 


Target of 46,000 Shelis. 

In Verdun our party was received 
by an officer of Gen. Dubois’ staff and 
shown the havoc created by the 46,000 
shells which, according to the general, 
the Germans have dropped in the city 
since last February. 

I was taken out to a height north of 


Verdun from which I could glimpse the 


ridge upon which stands Fort Souville, 
once the crown prince’s chief objective, 
now the hub of Gen. NIvelle's gradually 
developing strategy.

1. The United States denies the 
right of England to take any neutral 
ship into an English port, there to 
examine the mails. The British gov 
ernment passes lightly over this 
question, asserting that most ships 
crossing the Atlantic now call vol- 
untarily at British ports. 

2. The United States pleads the 
inviolability of mails as a reason 
why all mails should not be exam- 
ined for contraband but admits the 
right for a belligerent to search 
for contraband. Great Britain 
is exercising the right of searching 
for contraband, but is paying no at- 
tention to the inviolability of private 
mails. 

Vessel Owners Play Safe. 

In Connection with the first point ft 
was learned today that the reason why 
mort neutral ships now call at Engtish 


ports when crossing the Atlantic is the 


desire of the ship owners to play safe. 
They know that their vesseis will be 
taken to English ports anyhow. so they 
are instructing the masters of their ves 
sela to make voluntary calls. 

It was also learned that there is good 
reason to believe that Great Britain has 
so arranged matters with other bellig- 
erents among the allies and with the 
smaller neutral countries so that shipe, 
plying on the eastern side of the At- 


lantie cannot obtain coal without call- 


ing at an English port. The state de- 
partment is aware of this condition, it 
is known, and will make due representa- 
tions in the next note on the mails. 
The state department admits the dim - 
culty of the problem of harmonising 
the principles of the right of search 
for contraband and the inviolability of 
the mails. However, this government 
feéls that there is a line of demarcation 
between these two principles and does 
not feel that the allies have made a 
proper effort to find this line, seemingly 
being confident that their recognized 
right to ccarch for contraband will be 


of all mails. 


Principle of Treaty. 

Although The Hague convention of 
1907 has not been accepted by some e 
the belligerents, the note says the allies 
are prepared to accept the principle in 
the preamble as to “guarantees due to 
peaceful commerce and legitimate busi- 
ness, but cannot abandon their right to 
prevent the fraudulent use by the enemy 
of neutral mails for belligerent purposes. 
The case of the A ta ia cited to 
show information can as useful a 
means of war as ammunition, and the 
note says information as to military „p- 
erations and enemy plots in neutral 
countries, especially the United States, 
has been discovered in this way. 

An examination of precedents is held 
to show that the great powers have 
claimed the right to -ntercept enemy 
correspondence in neutral mails. The 
allied argument follows the line of Pres- 
ident Lincoln's proclamation of May 12, 
1862, which declared things and infor- 
mation as equally contraband of war 
and cites the fact that intercepted en- 
emy ence was used iz the 
United States courts during the civil 
war and laid before congress.

Art Institute Season Opens. 
The reception at the Art institute last 
Thursday. evening, with which the ex- 


* 


‘hibition of Applied Arts was opened, 


wes the beginning of the season for 
Chicago’s most hospitable institution, 
for this the Art institute is. A recep- 
tion there is a great civic party, where 
gather people from all over the city to 
roam about its stately corridors and 
deautiful galleries. — 

This was merely the first of a series 
ef such receptions. The next one, which 
will be held on Nov. 2, will be a particu- 
larly notable event, as then will. be. 
thrown open for the first time the fin 
new addition to the building. 

This stretches out across the Illinois 
Central tracks and adds 47 per cent to 
the size of the Art institute, quite a 
considerable addition. It is 260 feet long 
and 50 feet wide. The first floor Will 
be on this occasion devoted to the larg- 
est and most complete exhibition of 
sculpture ever assembled in this coun- 
try. Its collection is the work of the 
National Sculpture association. The 
second story of this new wing is divided 
into three large galleries and six smaller 
ones, and here will be shown the annual 
exhibit of American painters. 

Heretofore when we have had exhibits 
at the Art institute regular standing 
collections had to be moved out of their 
galleries and stored or otherwise dis- 
posed of to make room for the visiting 
works of art. This will no longer be 
necessary. 

One of the chief attributes of the new 
part of the institute ts the imposing 
manner in which it opens out on Grant 
park. Seen from the east end it looks 
like one of the temples that adorned 
the Forum in ancient Rome. This east- 
ern entrance will be convenient for au- 
tomobiles.

In all water cooled 
motors most of the combustion space is 
water jacketed, the mass of metal is large,

HERE are two reasons why ma- 
laria is especially impoftant in 
the late autumn. In the first 
place, a campaign to get every- 
body completely cured of malaria 
in the autumn is the very best way to 
prevent malaria in the spring. In the 
second place, autumn is the season for 
such cases of pernicious malaria as the 
following, descri by Dr. Ott of New 
Orleans in the Journal of the American 
Medical Association: 
A man was admitted to the charity 
hospital in December, 1915, suffering 
from malarial hematuria, or malarial 
hemiglobinuria, to speak more accurate- 
ly. He had lived in a malarial district 
for roore than six months. He had had 
several attacks of maldria during Aus- 
ust. Since September he had had chills 
every ten or fifteen days. He had taken 
quinine irregularly, at times in large 
doses, since August. 
He was a night telegraph opere. 
When he got in from work in the early 
morning of Dec. 12 he was feeling bad 
and he took several doses of quinine 
about 8 o'clock in the morning. At 4 
in the afternoon he had a severe chill, 


| with fever. He began to vomit and to 


pass bioady urine. In the early part 
of the night he had another chill, and 
his fever remained high all night On 
the morning of the 13th he was jaun- 
diced, his temperature was 104 degrees, 
and his urine was almost bi He 
wes vomiting and hicooughing. These 

| kept up all day. He entered 
the hospital that night at 7:30. 

When he entered the hospital he was 
jaundiced, he was vomiting, hiccough- 
ing. and voiding small Quantities of 
coffee colored urine from time to time. 
That night he was'given quinine by the 
mouth, but he vomited it. Quinine was 
injected into his bowel, but it was not 
absorbed. The fever kept up, the vom 
iting continued, and the urine remained 
coffee colored. The man was becoming 
very weak. It seemed that death from 
malarial hematuria was certain. At 
11:30 on the morning of the 14th, in des- 


| peration, Dr. Ott dissolved ten grains of

He sent a little pamphlet about 
gome time ago, and Goethe promised to find a publisser for 
But if you do not want to intrude, then listen to 
Wiermann's report. He has told the world not only about 
that first audience, he has written down throughout all the 
years up to Goethe's death (1832) the conversations they 
bad together. For Goethe engaged him very soon as a lit- 
erary assistant, and so the two remained in ‘daily intercourse.

‘Sommon sense was majestic, not Philistine. Up to the last 
montbs of his life he was socthble, easy, and enthusiastic.

large ones of the Jupiter family, would 
be visible to the unaided eye. They are 
large enough. The smallest is larger 
than our moon and the largest is 
slightly smaller than Mars. ‘The first 
and second satellites are too small to 
hold much air, but the third satellite 
appears to be cloudy and probably a 
comfortable world. Venus, Mars, and 
the third satellite of Jupiter are regard- 
ed by astronomers as the only bodies 
other than the earth in the solar system 
capable of supporting life. The fourth 
satellite is conjectured to be a rocky. 
desert, for it is much blacker than the 
other three. 
ais ‘ 

These moons have names, but at pres- 
ent it is customary to refer to them as 
I., II., III., and IV., in order of their 
distance from Jupiter. The first moon 
makes a complete circuit in forty-two 
hours, the second in eighty-five hours, 
the third in one week, and the fourth 
in sixteen days. The planes of their 
orbits are tilted nearly edgewise toward 
the earth, and in consequence almost 
every night some of them must pass 
either in front or behind Jupiter. These 
eclipses of Jupiter’s moons were once of 
supreme importance in determining the 
size of the solar system. 

In recent years five additional satel- 
lites have been discovered All of them 
are small, the largest being less than 100 
miles in diameter. These little moons 


are probably captured planitoids. All of 
them were discovered by American 8 


tronomers.
